Blue water and blue sky and the 
luxuriant gardens of San Remo seem 
to have had. their effect upon the 
morale of all the statesmen there as- 
Msembled. Perhaps if the original Peace} 
Conference had been held on the 
Riviera instead of in the needlessly 
depressing climate of Paris in Winter, 
should have Had fewer disap- 
pointments in the last year. At San 
Remo Mr, Liorp Georaz has suddenly 
’ realized that there isa good deal to be 
said for “Mr. MILLERAND’s position, 
and Mr. MILLERAND now appreciates 
that Mr. Liorp Grorar’s views are 
hot without merit; and the result. is 
what gives. promise.to be a solid 
and productive understanding between 
England and France.

We should all like to smile if we 
could, but perhaps the difficulty in 
beginning ‘agaid is due to lack of 
practice.

But Mr. Nrrrr 
gets a good example; we all. know that 
if Italy has passed successfully through 
some very difficult situations in. the 
last year, the credit belongs very largely 
to Mr.-Nrrtr himsélf.

DRY LAW “ REVOLUTIONARY ” 


Socialists Might Well Take Ex-

BOSTON, April 26.—The American peo- 
ple are seeing red these days, Judge 
George W.. Anderson séid in the Federal

“‘It seems to me,”’ he added, ‘‘ that 
violent Socialistic propaganda would 
never be more foolish than now. To 
speak colloquially, I wouldn’t run my 
head against a stone wall if I were you. 

“A good share of the American people 
seem lacking in historical perspective 
and a sense of humor. It is difficult to 
give aliens their rights when the people 
see nothing but red. It is difficult to 
-uphold the-Government’s laws. I believe 
in free-speech, free printing and free 
assemblage, but, as St.Paul said, ‘ be 
moderate in all things.’ If I were an

“Judge Anderson suggested to the radi- 
cals that they might weil take a leaf 
from the book of the Prohibition advo-

‘The Eighteenth Amendment,” ~~ he 
said; ‘‘is in some ways the most as- 
tounding thing ever done in American 
politics.

“The strike of the’ émployes .of the 
Richmond Light & Railway Company, 
operating the only trolley lines still run- 
ning on Staten Island, was postponed 
last night until 10 o’clock tonight, by a 
meeting of employes, to allow ample 
riotice to the public and’to give word to 
the internatiofel officials of the Union 
of Amalgamated Street Railway Work- 
érs at Washington. 

The final vote to strike tonight was 
unanimous at a meeting held at New 
Brighton last night, after conferences 
of a committee of the workers with 
Mayor Hylan, Commissioner of Plant 
and Structures Whalen and the officials 
of the line had proved unavailing. 

Mayor Hylan, who had asked the men 
to send a committee to him before 
striking, had no solution to offer and 
turned the men over to Commissioner 
Whalen, who went with them to meet 
Bresident C. W. Huntington ‘of the |trol- 
ley company at his office at 60 Wall 
Street. Mr. Huntington. told them the 
line was not making any money. and 
that it ‘woltld be utterly impossible to 
increaSe wages while it was impossible 
to increase Income. Had the Jenks bill 
passed, allowing them to seek an in- 
creased fare, hé said, the ‘men’s de- 
mands- might. be consideted; but. the 
company could not pay them more under 
present conditions, because’ it had no 
way of getting the money.
